PMladeJphIa, Sept. 17.— The' tropP 
cal storm which struck the coast of 
the middle Atlantic states early Weil- 
naadair lAornlng proved^o be one o{ 
the severest experienced In a lone 
itAM. It left dsatli and dsitrnction In 
its trail. lU grefttest fMcaUM, lilt 
at the Delaware ctipes and at the lower 
part o£ the Nfw Jerspy coast. Six 
lives are known to have been lost art! 
live seamen are missing and are lie 
lieved to have been drowned. A three- 
laastod and % two-maated schooner 
sank at the Delaware breakwater and 
about a half dozen coal barges also 
founilcrci' In the vicinity of the Dela- 
ware capea. All the way up the coast, 
and especially at Atlantic City, hotels 
and other buildings suffered severely 
from the wind which blew with hurri- 
cane force. 

Cape May, N. J., Sept. 17.— The heav- 
iest wind and rain storm In years pass- 
ed over Cape May and the lower end 
of the coast of New Jersey Wednesday 
morning doing much damage. The 
tide was . low wtdto the sCom was at 
Its height, and the heavy sea did not 
do much damage, beyond the carrying 
away of about 300 feet of the pier of 
the Queen Anne railroad. The high 
wind uprooted trees, damaged the roof 
of the Columbia hotel rand a^sq, lifted 
from itfl place the roof dt tli*^84euMty 
Trust iMiildlng. 

Tho storm left Its trail at Sea Islo 
City, where thr wind blew 70 nul<-.^ an 
hour. Several cottages were wrecked 
and the dome on the Ciontlnental hotel 
wa« blown down. 

New York, Bept. 17.— Greater Neu- 
York and Its environs for several 
miles in all dlr<?ctlons were Visited 
Wednesday by a fierce wind and rain 
atm-m. The day began with a heavy 
rain, which increased as the wind, 
blowing east, grew stronger, and for 
two hours about midday the eombinsd 
fury of the elements wrought damage 
on land and wafer amounting to many 
thousands of dollars. 

Several persons were blown off Are 
escapes and wagons, or forced against 
walla by the onslaught of the storm, 
and not; a few of Uiem are in hospitals 
nursing bnilses and cuts. Two per- 
sons were killed In remote suburbs by 
broken trolley wires. 

The gale was especially severe at 
seat canslng bavoe to the shipping 
down the bay, where many veaseU 
were sunk er wrecked. The worst of 
the damage was reported from Staten 
island. The entire fleet of the Staten 
Island Yacht club, at anchor, was ei- 
ther sunk or wrecked. 

An express wagon was blown 9ver 
while turning the Hat iron corner and 
the driver, and James Billings, who 
was crossing the avenue, were both 
hurt. A score of others were Injured 
. la this neighborhood. 

Tb^ pilot boat Hermit was driven 
■shora and there was a collision be- 
tween a schooner and a barkentine. A 
tug boat was wrecked in Hell Gate. 
The hurricane burst with cyclonic 
force on the center of the city, loos- 
ening the 250 foot Ri)lre of St. Uarthol- 
Ofsew'B Protestant Episcopal church, 
is kCadlson avenue. 

TBe steeple of the South Congrega- 
tional church in Brooklyn was also 
loosened. Trees were torn up and 
KtreetB were littered with signa and 
umbrellas. Telegraph and telephone 
wires above ground were broken. 
Scoree of plate glass windows aloac 
^soadway were hrokaf.

The President Wajs Aeeompanled By 
Mrs. Roosevelt, Their Sen Kermit, 
Mrs. Richardson, Secretary Leeb 
and Several Others. 

New York, Sept 17.— President 
Roosevelt rested quietly In a train 
Wednesday night after a day of varied 
experiences. While on the way from 
Oyster Bay to New York on the naval 
yacht Sylpb^ he passed through a ter- 
rifying wind and rata storm, during 
which the vessel was In danger. Sub- 
flcouontly he visited the Immigration 
station on Kills Island, New York bay, 
and made a thorough Inspection of the 
institution. 

Shortly after 10 o'clock Wednesday 
morning President Roosevelt boarded 
the Sylfih in Oyster Bay. He was ac- 
companied by Mrs. Roosevelt and their 
son Kermit. Mrs. Richardson. Secre- 
tary \joeh, Prof. Albert Hiishellhart, of 
Harvard college; Prof, J. n. Moore, of 
Columbia unversity; C. Grant La 
Farge, of New York, and Jacob A. 
Riis. of Richninnd Hill, l.ong Island. 

Less than an hour after the Sylph 
had entered l^ng Island smind she 
ran into terrific wind and rain storm. 
Tbe Sylph, a comparatively small ves 
sel, pitched heavily, and oft WiUett's 
Point listed sharply to starboard; The 
president and his guests had been 
forced to go below and beyond ft 
drenching, none of them suffered :n 
convenience. The storm became even 
more severe as the vessel neared Hell 
Gate. The waves and wind swept the 
deck, making it almost impossible for 
the sailors to remain exposed. The 
baggage of the party, consisting prin- 
cipally of hat l)oxe.s and dress suit 
cases, was swept about the deck and 
everything movable on deck had to be 
tied to prevent its being swept over- 
board. 

The Sylph arrived off Ellis island at 
2:25 o'clock. The president and his 
party were landed by the tug Cham- 
berlain. 

Despite the furious storm a large 
party had assembled at the iaiand to 

greet the president. He was welcomed 

by Commissioner of Immigration Wil- 
liam WIlliamB and conducted to tals 
office In the main building. wh< re tbe 
president greeted those whom he had 
Invited to be preaent. 

During tbe afternoon the president, 
acting on his desire, went directly 
among the immigrants, with a view of 
ascertaining personally how they were 
h-eated. 

The president's Interest was attract- 
ed by a comely German woman, Adele 
Walter, from Leutendorf. who bore in 
a wicker basket a tiny 7-months-old 

baby. After chatting a moment with 
her the president slipped a |5 bill Into 
the hand of Ja< oh Riis to be giv. n td 
the woman for her child. She nearly 
fainted on learning that the gift was 
from thy president (rf the United 
States. 

At 7 o'clock Wednesday night the 
president, accompanie<l by Secretarj' 
I.oeb and his personal attendants went 
aboard the Sylph for dinner. At 10 
oQslpek they left for Jersey City on 
tbe tug Chamberlain, where they 
boarded the train fbr Antletam. There 
Thursday will occur the ceremonies 
incident to the dedication of the monu- 
ment erected to the memory of New 
Jersey soldiers who fell in tbe civil 
war,

London, Ky., Sept 17. — Congress- 
nan Vincent Rorelng died at tiis hom«3 
jere Wednesday of pneumonia. He 
vas the only republican in the Ken- 
:ucky delegation. 

Vincent Boreing, of London, Laurel 
H>unty, was bom November 24. 1839, 
n Washington county, Tenn.; remov- 
Hi with his father, Murray Ilorclng, to 
Laurel county in 1847; was educated 
It Laurel seminary, London, Ky., and 
rusculum college, Greenville, Tenn.; 
rolunteered In the union army In Com- 
pany A, 24th Kentucky volunteer In- 
'antry, November 1. 1861, blb private 
joldler; on account of meritorious con- 
luct was commissioned first lieuten- 
int from the ranks by Gov, Bramlett, 
>f Kentucky; was severely wounded 
In the battle of Resaca, Ga., May 14, 
ti!63. He was elected county superin- 
tendent of public schools In 1868 and 
re elected In 1870; founded (as editor 
ind publisher) the Mountain Echo at 
tendon, Ky.. in 1876, the first repub- 
lican newspaper published in South- 
eastern Kentucky; was elected eounty 
judge In 1886, president of the Cum- 
berland Valley I.And Co. In 1887 and 
president of the First national bank 
of Ix)ndon, Ky., in 1888. He reprc- 
Bonted the Kentucky conference as a 
lay delegate in the general conference 
of the Methodist Bplscopal church; 
was department commander of the de- 
partment of Kentucky, O. A. R., In 
]88it; was elected to f!ie 4r>th congress 
.ind reelected to the 57th congress. 
He was afterward re-elected to the 

TiKth congress.

The Efforts of the Powers Are Directed 
Beth at Constantinople and Sofia - 
Tewarda An Kndeavor ta 
Avert m Cenfllet 

London, Sept. 17.— The efforts of the 
powers, according to the latest tele- 
grams, are directed both at Constantl 
nople and Sofia towards an endeavor 
to avert war. It Is said that all the 
ambassadors at Constantinople have 
drawn the portes' attention to the dan- 
ger of permitting a continuation of the 
excesses In Macedonia by the Turkish 
troops and Irregulars. 

The Daily Chronicle says it under- 
stands that Great Britain has decided 
on a still stronger step in the dispatch 
of a Hritish squadron in support of her 
diplomatic endeavors at (■iiiistautiiiii 
pie to put an end to the massacres. It 
is Impossible, however, to confirm or

Constantinople, Sept. 17.— Ofllclal 
dispatches report that in aa eaoonnter 
between the Turks and a large body 
iif insurgents at the village of Ker- 
mon. near l.ake PedU-pe. tbe Insur- 
gents were routed and lost more than 
100 killed and a great number wound- 
ed. In tbe same vilayet the insui- 
gents set fire to the village of Kachln. 
One hundred and fifty houses were 
burned and six women perished, in the 
flames.

He says that a 
means has been found to protect the 
animals while in stables from contam- 
ination by the use of small doses of % 
serum, lie advises the lno< nlation of 
all cattli' tu)\ight on the market and 
he says if they are treated with the 
serum tlu y arc safe from infection.
